Thꝛough this his huge and mighty 
power he bare himſelle ſo pꝛoudlp, that 
hee did not onely thinke that all men 
ought to obap him, buf commaunded 
the Seas alſo to bee quiet, and Moun⸗ 
tapnes to geue place vnto him. The 
multitude of his armie and cattaile, 
dꝛanke certain? riuers dꝛy: and at their 
P2inces commaundement, did cutte 
down p mountaine Athos in Thrace, 
that they might that way haue paſlage. 
. . Notwithſtanding ſhoꝛtly atter, this 
mighty P2ince, wifh all his power on 
the Sea, by the Ile ofSalamine, iop⸗ 
ning battaile with a ſmall nauieok the

Grecians was diſcomfited , and put to 
flight. a great part of his armie deſtrop⸗ 
ed, and himſelle foz his ſafegard, with 
great feare, glad to flye in a fiſher boat. 
vnknowen: and ſo with much diſhoy 
nour returned home into Perſia. +» 

Dur Engliſh Cronicles alſo do 
confirme this thing by ſundzy exam⸗ 
ples, In the fift peare of the raigne of 
Henry the eight of famous memoꝛp, at 
at what tyme hee was in France with 
à great power, where he wan Turwin 
and Turney, and diſcomfited the whole 
power of France, the king of Scots 
(notwithſtanding hee was ſwoꝛne to 
kepe pt᷑ace) attempted an inuaſion of 
this lande with a mighty army. But 
at Bꝛamſtone himſelf was ſlaine, with 
thꝛee Wilhaps , thꝛee Abbots, twelue 
Carles, ſeuenteene Lo2ds of name, be- 
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53 N ſides Unightes, and gentlemen: and 
Xl eighteen thouſand Scottesflaine in the 
8 | field, and all thctr ozdinance and artil- 


[cry taken. 
Thus we ſ& that it is the Loꝛd, that 
dilpoſeth the victoꝛp at his wil vnto his 
ſeruants. Foz if we ſerue the Lo2b, we 
{hall haue our enemies, be b 
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fo many and ſo mighty, inchaſe , and Levir.26,7 
they ſhall fal befoze vs vpon the ſwo2d. 
Flue of vs ſhall chaſe a hundꝛeth: and 
a hundꝛeth of vs ſhall put ten thouſand 
to flight. | They ſhall crie and lay, Let Exod. 14. 
vs flee from the face of Iſrael, for the 
Lord fightteh for them, Thus hœ wil 
deliuer our liues from the lwoꝛzd, and 
from the power of the dogge. 
But if wer fozſake the true wo2- 
ſhip and ſeruice ofthe Lo2d, and decline 1uag, ;.rz. 
from his commaundementes , then the 
Lo2b will ſtrengthen Eglon , king of 
Moab againlt vs. Al the kinges of the 
Cananites were not able to ſtand be- 
fozc Iſrael, ſo long as they ſerued the 
Lo2d : but when they ſerued him not, 
one King alone was able fo ſubdue 
them and to hold them in captiuity, 

And this is confirmed by that teſtt- 
monie, which Achior gaue vnto Olo- 
ternes, ſaying ; Whiles they ſinned 
not before their God, they proſpe- 
red, becauſe the God that hated ini- 
quity , was with them, But when 
they departed from the way which 
hee appointed them, they were de- 
ſtroyed in many barrails after a won-

dertul ſort, and were led captiues in- 
to a land that was not theirs, and the 
temple of their God was caſt to the 
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ground, and their cities were taken 
by the enemies. Now therefore my 
Lord and gouerncur, if there be any 
fault in this people, ſo that they haue 
ſinned againſt their God, let vs con- 
ſider, that this ſhall bee rheir ruine: 
and let vs goe vp, and wee ſhall ouer- 
come them. But it there be no ini- 
quity in this people, let my Lord 
paſſe by, leſt their Lord defend them, 
and their God be for them, and wee 
become a reproach before all the 
world. 
Since therekoꝛe the caſe ſtandeth 
thus betweene Cod and vs, let vs pꝛin⸗ 
cipally be conſtant in his woꝛſhip, ſer⸗ 
uice, and feare, in ſuch wiſe that with 
thoſe zealous Iſraelites (of whom men- 
tion is made in the 12. verſe of the 22. 
chapter ot᷑ Ioſua) we would rather ve: 
ture to loſe our lines, then ſuffer KReli- 
gion to bee chaunged. And to ſay with 
Ioſua, that were will ſerue the Lord, 
though all the wozld ſoꝛſake him.

And let vs beware of diſcoꝛd, and 
ciuil diſcention, let na man vgon paine 
of cuerlalting confuſion arme himſelke 
againlt his bꝛetheren a:d-countrey leſt che entls the 
our enemies ſap, vp Moab to the ſpoile, come of vit- 
Gath and Aſcalon hall tryumph. Foz © 
this milchicke hath within thele fewe 
peares, greatly impaired the ſtate of 
Chꝛiſtendome. 
This contention betweene Pope 
Gregory, the ninth,and the Emperour 
Frederick the fetond, in the peare of 


occaſion to Emperour of the Tartars 
to inuade the boꝛders next adio pning 
to him , e to win Roxolanum , Bodo- 

lam , Mudanum, with diuers other

townes, cities, and villages, deſtroping. 
waſting, and burning the countries all 
about, killing and ſlaping man, woman 
and child, ſparing none of any lexe oz 
age, and fo pzoceed ſtill till hee had ins 
uaded and deſtroped all Hungarie. 
Alſo after the death of the ſatdGre- 
gorie, his ſucceſſoꝛ Pope Innocent the 
fourth, taking the quarrel ot his pzede- 
cello; in hand againſt the ſaid Frede- 
rick and Conradus Czfar his ſonne, 
ſtirred vp ſuch diſcozd in Germany a- 
among the Nobles, ſome holding with 
the Pope, and ſome with the Empe⸗ 
rour, that ciutil and bloudy warres en- 
ſued, to the great calamity of the whole 
countrep. 

And what is the cauſe that the 
Turke hath hitherto ſo greatly pꝛeuai⸗ 
led againſt Chꝛiſtendome, but the ciuil 
diſſention and variance among chꝛiſti⸗ 
an Pzincos, and the cruelty of the 
Pope and his clergte? who were fo ear⸗ 
neſt and fozward in ſuppz:eſſing of Lu- 
ther, and tho Goſlpell, then newly 
ſp:inging, that they minded nothing 
elſe, except it were to maintapne their 
pompe and pzide; which Pope if het = 


ſet his: care (ds diameter was)ſa md in 
fiirring vp Pꝛinces againſt the com- 
mon enemp, as hee was bent to deface 
the Colpell, and to perſecute the true 
p2ofeſſo2s thereof: (One might hee haue 
bꝛought to paſſe, that al which was loſt 
befoꝛe might ſon bane bene retouered: 
and moꝛcouer might haue Hopped the 
great daungers and per lis which haue 
ſince ealued, 

And at this day the Yope that now 
is, if he were not Antichꝛiſt, the pubs 
ligue Church ſtanding in ſuch daunger 
as it now doth, by the inuaſion to bee 
fearcd of the Turke:reaſon would, na- 
ture leadeth, Keligion teacheth, and 
tyme rcquuireth, that a good p2clat fozs 
getting lighter matters, ſhould rather 
lap his ſhoulder to the excluding of ſa 
great a daunger as is now imminent. 
both to him ſelfe, and the vatuerſall 
Church, then to ſet kingdome againſt 
kingdome, foz the defence of his triple 
Crowne, 

But leaning the Pope fo contend 
and fight foz him ſelfc, and all fozreine 
dilention, let vs come to our owne 
countrey, and read our Englich Chzo- 

nicles 
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nicles,and they wil tel vs, that confen- 


tion and ciuill diſcozde, Hath bene the 
only calamity, and miſery of this land. 
An the raigne of Echelred, the 
Nozthumberlanders rebelling agapnck 
their Ring, thought to recouer agapne 
the foꝛmer ſtate of their kingdome, out 
of the welk Saxons hande: by reaſon of 
which diſcoꝛd, p ſtrength of the English 
nation was not a litle weakned, and 
the Danes thereby the moꝛe zꝛcuailed. 
Allo in the raygneof Edward the 
ſecond, the Scottes hearing of the ci⸗ 
uill diſſentton which was then in this 
realme, with Robert Bruis, their king, 
inuaded the boꝛders: and in a battaile 
fought betwene king Richard and the 
Scottich Ring at Eſtriualin, many of 
the Engliſh nobles were llainc, to the 
number ol foꝛty and two: and Knights 
and Barons, thꝛeeſcoꝛe t ſeuen: beſide 
two and twenty. men of name which 
were taken pꝛiloners: ot common ſoldi⸗ 
ers ten thouſand llain:oꝛ after p Scot- 
tiſh ſtoꝛp fifty thouſand. Mo ſuch exam⸗ 
ples are tobe found in Chꝛonicles. 
Wherefoze ſœing diſcozd and ci⸗ 


uili dillention, bzingeth with it ruine

and wee ſce this verifped vppon other 
Countries to their wocfnll and lo men- 
table decay) Ard {ting Cod hath pla⸗ 
ced vs Engliſh me here in ene cem mon 
wealth, alſo in one Church, astncne 
Ship together: and no ſtoꝛme ſo daun⸗ 
gerous to a Shippe on the Sca, as is 
dilcoꝛde in a weale publique. Let vs 
ſhunne it, as the ſkilfull Pariners 
do the tio daungerous Reckes, Scil- 
la and Charibdis, Let vs ſeeke peace 
 andearncRly. imbzace it: conſidering 
that wee are the childzen of Cod , who 
is that Cod cf pcace : Our p;cfefſion 
which we make is the Coſpel of peace: 
and the Uingeeme which ia loke ſoz 
alter this life, is the kingde me of cuer - 
laſting peace. And let vs altoegether 
with one accoꝛde, cenclude a gencrall 
peacc, and ſap cre to another in Tecde 
and verity... Let there bœe no ſlrife 
betweene thee and mee, for wee are 
bretheren. This peace will cutte 
off Seditions, Nebellions, Treaſons, 
and ſuch mcnſirucus cuils, which

Do ſhali the Sea wherewith wee 
are compaſſ:d about, bee a wall to vs, 
on our right hand and on our left: So 
ſhall our land flozith as the Noſe, and 
be aratious as Lebanon, and beutifull 
as Charmel, and Sharon, Then ſhall 
our childzen bee as the ſ.nell of a ficld, 
which the Loꝛd hath bleſled: then ſhall 
p ſpirit of foꝛtitude come vpon our men 
to meete the enemies in the gate. then 
we ſhall dye at the laſt the death of the 
righteous, and our laſt ende ſhalbe like 
vnto theirs.
